THE ENGINEERS’ WORRY. 


From the St. Joseph Observer. 


The heavy toll of human 
lives 
taken 
throughout the country at railroad cross­ 
ings, especially on Sunday, is beginning to 
tell on the nerves of locomotive engineers. 
To those in charge 
of 
trains 
that 
run 
through parts of the country densely popu­ 
lated and criss-crossed by various railroad 
systems and important highways, Sunday 
is becoming a day of dread, made so by 
criminally negligent motorists. 
On a re­ 
cent Sunday a crack limited train with an 
engineer at the throttle who for 25 years 
had piloted his engine through all kinds of 
weather conditions and trying tests with­ 
out an accident, 
struck a motor 
car and 
killed four persons; a little later it hit an­ 
other car and killed nine of the occupants. 
The engineer was completely unnerved as 
he picked the bodies of three children from 
his locomotive. 
Investigation proved that he was in no 
way to blame but the terrible catastrophe 
haunts him. 
His long railroad career, his 
record 
for 
vigilance 
and 
watchfulness 
availed nothing in the fact of the criminal 
carelessness 
of others.

that vigilance is 
worthless when reckless motor car drivers 
are abroad. 
There are few’ exceptions to 
the rule that grade crossing accidents are 
due to the carelessness of the motorists.

conduct in every detail. 
W. D. McBee, leader of the legis­ 
lative group opposing the executive, 
declared today that from twenty to 
thirty members of the house who 
were dispersed have met daily since 
then and 
that a record of their 
sessions has been kept. 
He said 
that on the date specified by the 
governor in his call the house would 
merely meet “in open session.” 
The 
sessions since September 26, he ex­ 
plained have been executive. 
Although the call specified that 
the legislature was to consider anti- 
Ku Klux Klan legislation, it is gen­ 
erally agreed that the impeachment 
fight will corno first.
